Oil Storage Permit 
To Housing Board 


The Andover Housing Author- 


ity has been granted permission to 
store 10,000 gallons of fuel oil 
underground at the Veterans Hous- 
ing project by the board of select- 
men, acting as the licensing board, 
The action was taken at Monday 
evening’s meeting 

A hearing will be held on Mon- 
day, July 24, on an application to 
store 500 gallons of gasoline for 
the police department in a tank to 
be located underground at the rear 
of the Town House. 

Permission was granted by the 
selectmen to the Lawrence Gas 
and Blectric company for two pole 
locations on Abbot st, and one on 
Virginia rd, 

The New England Telephone 
and Telegraph company was granted 
permission to install underground 
conduit in various sections of the 
town for which no new construction 
will be necessary. The company 
also received permission to install 
buried cable on Beacon st, 


The possibility that Local 
Draft Board 3, which during World 
War If days and for a period there- 
after was located in Andover, may 
have to be reopened, loomed this 
week as State officials announced 
that the majority of draft boards 
are far behind in their classifica- 
tion work. 

When Local Board 3, which 
was located in the Town House, 
suspended operations, the records 
were taken to Lawrence and 
became part of Local Board 8, 
which presently registersall young 
men in the Greater Lawrence area. 

During World War II, Local 
Board 3 took care of all registra- 
tions, classifications and induc- 
tions for Andover, North Andover 
and Boxford. If the local board is 
reactivated, a great deal of pres- 
sure would be taken off Board 8 
in Lawrence, which has 9000 
registrations, with approximately 
4000 classified.

Draft Office Here 
May Be Re-Opened 


State officials have voiced the 
opinion that many former boars 
will have to be reopened in order 
to speed up the classification 
work. Board 3 in Andover would 
probably be one of the first in 
this area to resume operations. 

All local draft boards were 
provided with a blueprint for 
mobilization in the event of a dire 
emergency three months ago. Many 
draft board members have not even 
seen these orders, since in many 
cases the boards have not been 
holding any meetings. Because of 
the present emergency, boards will 
be called together and members 
made familiar with the plans. 

Since the present draft calls 
only for the induction of a com- 
paritively small number of men, 
all boards would be able to fill 
their quotas without any difficulty. 
However, if more men are to be 
called up, classifications would 


also have to be speeded up and 
this may necessitate the expanding 
of the draft system in many com- 
munities.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


THE BUILDING BOOM 


Records ‘just released from the office of Building Inspector 
Ralph W. Coleman reflect the very healthy building boom which 
is in progress here. 


The number of permits issued for new homes in June bring 
to 79 the total for the first half of the year. Already this is more 
than the 77 issued for the entire year of 1949. 


The estimated cost of the new construction and that of the 
additions and alterations being made to local property has 
reached the impressivefigure of $898,800 for the first six months 
of the year. This is nearly double the $450,000 for a similar 
period a year ago. 


As Banker and Tradesman observes in its review of the real 
estate market of New England, there are plenty of customers for 
new homes and the production of homes is setting a fast pace. 
The emphasis is still on the small, relatively low-cost house 
but the market for the larger, higher-priced houses is being felt 
out cautiously with good results in spite of the rising building 
costs. 


Here in Andover there is little doubt that the town is grow- 
ing. New areas are being developed and new dwellings are being 
completed to add several hundred thousand dollars more to the 
town’s valuation. 


Should this activity continue as it has started out, it will 
make 1950 a banner year in the annals of home construction.

The first real Fourth of July observance the town has ex- 
perienced in recent years has drawn much favorable comment 
from those who shared in its various attractions. 


Sponsored by the relief associations of the police and fire 
departments it presented a diversified ‘‘Night Before’’ program 
which drew many out-of-town visitors, first to see the parade 
through downtown streets and then to pack the playstead where 
a week's carnival opened with an outdoor show, a grand display 
of fireworks and a midnight bonfire. 


The crowd at the playstead, conservatively estimated at 
7000, was evidence that there were many who preferred to stay 
at home over the holiday rather than get into the long lines of 
that cluttered the highways. 


The attraction may have had something to do with the lack 
of arrests and the absence of fire alarms, both of which were 
appreciated by public safety officials.

VIEWS OF THE NEWS 


By LEONARD F. JAMES 


STOCKHOLM — A remark made 
the other day by a French doctor 
traveling home through Sweden to 
France hit the head squarely on 
the nail of the Korean situation. 
‘This crisis,’’ he said, ‘‘should 
unite the democracies in reversing 
the role of the Iron Curtain. From 
now on it should be a barrier to 
keep communism out of the demo- 
cratic nations.’’ 

That Korea, with no history 
whatsoever of democracy, should 
now be the rallying-point of the 
democracies against communism 
might seem to be ironical. But the 
reaction of the United States and 
the other democracies to this 
naked aggression is highly com 
mendable. The almost instanta 
neous action taken by the United 
States marked her as a leader at a 
highly critical moment. Without her 
example the smaller nations could 
have done little. Indeed, to many 
Europeans the American action is 
the more heartening because less 
than a year ago United States 
official policy had written off 
Korea. Russia had used her post- 
war occupation of northern Korea 
to win over the peasants by land 
reform, and communize the army 
and police. She then formally 
ended her occupation and called 
upon the United States to do the 
same. We withdrew our forces a 
year ago. 


Korea — A Test Of The U. S,? 


It is safe to assume that the 
North Korean government received 
at least approval from Russia 
before attacking southwards. Pre 
sumably Russia calculated that 
the fight would be a push-over. 
If past history were any sign-post, 
then the democracies should have 
wasted so much time deciding 
what to do that the conquest of 
Korea would be an accomplished 
fact while talk proceeded. Had 
Russia’s objective been accom- 
plished, then as surely would the 
clouds of certain future war have 
darkened Europe. Excuses could 
have been found to explain away 
lack of action. Korea could have 
been declared unimportant. Discus- 
sions could have dragged out fruit- 
lessly. We could have argued that 
Russia wasn’t really interested 
in Korea, that this was really only 
a local incident. 


And Of The Atlantic Pact? 


Had the United States done 
that, then as surely would the 
Atlantic Pact have been demon- 
Strated as a paper agreement only. 
For no one can live as close to 
Russian influence as do so many 
nations without constantly fearing 
for the future. And many a nation 
might have been tempted to make 
the best of a bad job and try to 
make some deal with Russia, 
knowing really that communism 
| would win out sooner or later, 
But prompt action by the public 
leaders of the United States has 
heartened the world immeasurably. 
A powerful nation has taken a 
stand against aggression. The 
United States and the democracies 
have in all probability headed off 
a third world war. United action 
| has demonstrated a common in- 
terest and purpose. Because the 
Russians weren’t out merely to 
| get Korea. This was to be another 
step in the cold war—the intro 
duction of naked violence. In a 
limited way perhaps, but enough 
for Russia to find out what she 
could or could not get away with. 


To Tetrorise Eurasia Via Korea 

The battlefield of this attempt 
is cleverly chosen. Russia is b 
no means officially involved, j 
anything should unexpectedly go 
wrong, then Russian liabilities 
could be definitely limited, North 
Korea is a Russian satellite whnge 
actions could be declared a 
*“*internal” affair in which Russia 
would not intervene. And so far 
thatis Russia’s stand But had the 
North Korean forces taken Over the 
country without any opposition, 
that action would have paid tre 
mendous dividends to Russia, The 
cold war would have taken a new 
turn. and terrorised literally al} 
Eurasia. The fate of the Koreans 
would have served as a fearfil 
waming to the peoples of Asia 
Europe and the Middle East. Every. 
one close to Russia—Westen 
Germans, Turks, Greeks, Scap 
dinavians—would have been served 
notice as to what could happen at 
any moment from now on. Thy 
would have understood that m 
assistance could be expected if a 
communist invasion occurred, And 
Russia would have learned con 
a a that violence could pay 
off. 


Perspective Necessary 


The Korean incident may be 
called an invasion by proxy- 
Russia using stooges to do the job 
for her. Properly handled by the 
democracies the incident can be an 
effective deterrent. And prope 
handling necessitates proper per 
spective. The issue should be 
kept as clear and simple as pos 
sible. It is not a matter of ou 
gaining strategic military advan. 
tages in Asia. It is simply the 
issue of demonstrating that aggres 
sion does not scare off the democ- 
racies, that the free peoples are 
united against the violence of 
communism wherever it may occur, 


Strength For The U. N. 

A very important result of the 
Korean affair is that the United 
Nations have gained tremendously. 
Russia’s boycott of that organia- 
tion has given it the opportunity to 
make itself an effective body. The 
Stand taken by the democracies 
on Korea has transformed the 
United Nations from an apparently 
ineffective debating society in 
which we were losing faith into 
the executive spokesman for the 
nomcommunist world. For perhaps 
the first time since the end of the 
last war, this organization has 
been able to take a significant 
Stand. This does not mean that it 
is yet a very effective organza 
tion. Nor does it mean that the 
political crisis is past. But it 
means that the world has taken 
heart. The free peoples have taken 
the first major stand. They know 
that they face danger, but they 
face it with relief because they 
face it together. And facing lt 
together they may find it far less 
frightening than they had thought 
it to be. From now on the free 
Peoples of the world know the 
direction they must take They 
know that by never giving way one 
step to the forces of communism 
they may finally secure the futur 
for themselves.

May Be Re-Opened

Present plans call for the 
drafting of 1400 men from Mass- 
achusetts in September. The 
draftees will be young nen be- 
tween the ages of 18—25. The 
present 1-A classifications may 
be of little value as there have 
not been any physical examina- 
tions in many months. In addition, 
the family status of some of the 
present 1-A group probably has 
changed since they were first 
classified. Thus, the work of re 
classification of all those pres- 
ently registered becomes more 
urgent as the date nears for the 
induction of some men from all 
sections of the state. 

Col. Chester A. Furbish, state 
selective service director, stated 
that the 1400 1-A men will form 
an eligible pool from which about 
700 men will be taken within two 
months for active duty. 


Draft Board 8, in Lawrence, 
where Andover’s eligible young 
men must register, went ona full 
time basis Tuesday. The office 
in the Blakeley building will be 
open daily, Monday through Friday, 
from 8.30 a. m. to 5.30 p. m. A 
full time clerk has been appointed 
and the draft board has been call- 
ed to a meeting Tuesday evening 
at 8 p. m., the first such meeting 
in five months.
